Saturday August 13 1859 weighed anchor 
this morning about 4 oclock and discharged 
the Pilot about 7 off breast the Light Boat 
rather rainy with distant thunder passed 2 
Schooners just before noon took in Top gallant 
Sails and reefed the Mizen Topsail and chose 
watches 

Sunday August 14 1859 commences 
With some fogg employed in geting the boats 
ready coiling lines seting up irons this 
afternoon got the Anchors on the Bow and 
saw a school of Mackerel 2 sails in sight 
chose boats crews 

Monday August 15 1859 brezed up 
this morning so we had to take in Top 
gallant Sails 2 Sails passed us on the opposite 
tack saw a school of Black Fish 

Tuesday August 16 1859 quite a good 
breze yet saw a school of porpoise make Sail 
and take it in again not making much of 
any thing 

Wednesday August 17 1859 free wind 
quite strong steering ENE passed a Dutch 
ship about 5 oclock wind about W set up the 
Fore Top gallant backstays

Friday August 26 /59 
Comences very light wind from the 
SW started some water out of the main 
hatch a Brig passed accrost our bow this 
afternoon employed as usual Lat 40.00 Long_ 

Saturday August 27 /59 
Commences with very fine wind from the SW 
raised a lot of Grampusses but they was no good 
so this afternoon we raised a shoal of Sperm 
lowered down and struck 2 and got 
them the Second Mate the Third Mate commends 
this day 

Sunday August 28 /59 
Commences with a fine breze from the SW 
Commenced to Cut in our whales this 
morning about 5 oclock after we got thru 
cutting we raised a sail went to her and 
it proved to be the Ship Congress of NB 
had 4 whales since leaving home and seen whales

Comences with very light winds from the 
Eastward beating up the South side of Tico 
saw a shoal of Blackfish, and 3 Sails in sight 

Wednesday Sept 7''^ /59 
first part of the day very pleasant 
steering for the Island of Tecerid middle 
and latter part much the same, went ashore 
about 3 oclock this PM this afternoon but did not get anything 

Thursday Sept 8''^ /59 
Commences with fine breze from the 
SW lying Off and On the Isle of 
Tesarak the boat went ashore about 9 AM 
to get recruits Middle and Latter part 
pleasant and Pourtigese Brig came in this PM

Saturday Sep 10''^ /59 
Commenced with a very light wind 
from the SW started some fresh Water 
Middle and latter part a fine breze had 
a boat from shore to come aboard about 
V 2 past 12 but we did not trade much 
3 oclock they left us and we 
steered away from the Isle of St George 
got the Latitude and found the Chronometer 
right tacked again at V 2 Past 5 and so ends the day 

Sunday Sept 11''^ /59 
Commences with a nice breze from 
the SW tacked at 7 AM & 11 AM and V 2 P^^t 6 

Monday Sept 12 /59 
Commences with very light wind from 
the Eastward working the Ship up the 
South side Pico Middle and latter 
part a fresh breze lying Off and on at 
Fayal at 3 PM the boat went ashore 
after Capt Weld but he did not come 
returned about 6 oclock 

Tuesday Sept 13 /59 
Commences with a calm about 10 oclock 
had a breze from the Eastward the boat 
went ashore again at 1 PM after the Capt 
but he did not come left the Third Mate 
ashore to stay with him lying off and on_

Commences with very light wind from the 
Westward raised a shoal of Blackfish lowered 
4 boats a struck 4 and saved them 2 boats from a 
Pourtigese Brig there at the same time but did not 
get any Middle and latter part employed in 
clearing up the Deck at 7 PM took in Top gallant 
Sails about 10 miles to the Westward of Fayal 

Wednesday Sept 21 /59 
Commenced with a pleasant breze 
from the Westward at 8 AM the boat went 
went ashore at Fayal after the Captain returned 
at 12 oclockwith him the Ships Roman & 

Camaro lying off and on and 2 other sails 
kept the Ship away for the Isle of St Michael 
employed in boiling out our Blackfish 

Thursday Sept 22 /59 

Commences with quite strong wind from the 
Westward steering SE y 2 E at 5 oclock the Isle 
of St Michael in sight at 11 the boat went 
ashore after recruits 5 PM the boat returned 
kept the ship away ESE
